Then Colonel Sato wng sent forward 


at the bond of a flying column on a ra- 
conucitoring expedition, and he dis- 
covured the eaetny occupying a forti£Ud 
position near tbe riling" of Fashang, oa 
tho right bank of the Yalu rivor. 


Though he bad no artillery at his dis- 


posal, Colonel Huto immediately com- 
menced the attack upon the Chinese,

Tho Chinese fought doeparetely and
